Yamamoto in Too Critical 
Condition to Face Jury Here, 
Doctors Declare 

May Present Indictment But 
Trial Will Not Proceed at 
Local Assizes 

Trial of K. Yamamoto, alleged 
Jaiuncse murderer, which had 
been acheduled to take place 
here this month, has been can¬ 
celled owing to tin* prisoner's 
present serious illness. This an¬ 
nouncement was made at the 
Attorney-General ’» Department 
to-day, following the reeeipt of 
advices from Vancouver Genon) 

Hospital authorities to the effect 
that Yamamoto was In a critical 
condition. 

It, would be absolutely impossible 
for the Japanese to face the ordeal 
of a murder triul In hla present con¬ 
dition. doctors at the Vancouver 
hospital assured officials here. 

When the assises open here this 
month an indictment aaainst Yama¬ 
moto may be presented by counsel 
for the Attorney-General and con¬ 
sidered by the Grand Jury. If this is 
Hone, however, the Crown prosecutor 
will ask for the trial to be postponed 
until the next assises. If the Jav¬ 
anese is well enough to face trial 
then his case will be heard, but this 
Is considered extremely doubtful.

Patrick Heaphy Removed to

Victoria, and 
traveling on a ticket from that city to 
Ottawa, was taken off the eastbound 
train here and removed to a hospttal. 
He was unable to give the names of 
relatives in tha East to whom he was 
Journeying and was suffering from a 
delusion that he was going to be shot 

Inquiry ut St. Joseph’s Hospital 
this afternoon elicited the informa¬ 
tion that a man named Patrick 
Heaphy had been a patient In that 
Institution and had been discharged 
a few days ago. 

He was a patient of Dr. W. T.

Stolen; Arrests Expected 
With Little Delay

Elderly White Haired Lady 
Lifts City to Fresh Records 
To-day 

Sum of $280,962 Paid in Ad¬ 
vance Under Voluntary In¬ 
terest Plan 

A little white-haired old lady 
who pays her taxe* monthly by 
choice to-day boosted the city 
prepaid tax collection over, the 
sum raised in the entire period 
of 1925. From January 1 to 
date $280,962 has been handed 
in through the city treasury 
wicket by ratepayers who will 
draw six per cent, interest on 
their money in return. 

The voluntary payment of taxes 
will be accepted up to September 1« 
this year, as the due dat* of tax col¬ 
lection ha* advanced to October 15, 
with penalty Increment* ufter that 
date La*t year from January 1 to 
September 30 the city realised ap¬ 
proximately 8280.000. and passes the 
same mark In llttl* over four month* 
thl* year. 

Features of the operation of the 
voluntary system this year are the 
large number of ratepayer* taking 
advantage of the plan to pay their 
tax hills in oasy stages qn a monthly 
basis; and also the fact that large 
corporations, with very heavy tax 
bills In the aggregate, have also 
lodged their money with the city. 
Th* city pays nix per cent interest 
on all such tax sums paid In ad¬ 
vance. and win hand N&ck to rate- 
payara the sum of 811.3*6 In Intercut 
on fnSr hioney paid ln to date. . This 
acts as practically rebats on tax 
bills. 

The plan, which is working to a 
greater success every year of It* 
operation, wa* suggested by City 
Treasurer Edwin C. Smith. and has 
evoked keen Interest throughout the 
Dominion. One effect of the volun¬ 
tary system la that the city ha* not 
yet borrowed from the bank, though 
at this date In other years hundreds 
of thousand* of dollars had been 
drawn against Us assets.

Curdy. formerly Federal Minister of 
Public Work*, has Issued a letter to 
the press in which he reaffirms his 
view* and state* his attitude with 
regard to Nova Scotia's problems and 
economic position In relation to the 
Dominion. 

He reiterates the suggestion pre¬ 
viously made that ”our province 
should he granted greatei control 
over thoee commercial powers which 
more or less regulate and foster trade 
and Industry.** and Indicates Nova 
Scotia might, "by way of a regional 
tariff or other provisions, be given an 
economic system that would meet the 
particular needs of this province and 
restore pre«perlty along the lines in¬ 
dicated hy the British Government 
at the time of Confederation. Per¬ 
sonally. I prefer that ’he right to live 
and do business In Nova Beotia 
should be stabllshed within Con- 
f« deration a* suggested ab*t>ve. hut If 
this is impossible then. In the Inter¬ 
ests of home and province. I would 
not hesitate to withdraw rather than 
attempt to carry on under the pres¬ 
ent system that I* sappin; our pro¬ 
vince for the enrichment of Central 
Canada." 

REFERENDUM SUGGESTED 

‘The Government was elected to 
establish the right of Nova Scotians 
to live and prosper.’’ he continues. 

Tf It can not within u reasonable 
time obtain appropriate redress and 
equitable remedies for the Ills of the 
province. If It can not lift the Fed¬ 
eral burdens which are crushing 
private and public business, ^’hen 
clearly the Government should, in my 
opinion, grant a referendum for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the 
people of this province sfh content to 
continue the unequal struggle within 
the Dominion or whether they favor 
withdrawal from Confederation and 
the reconstruction of Nova Scotia as 
an Independent, self-governing Brit¬ 
ish dominion with control over her 
owh trade* trxatlon snd fisheries.**

Inter-imperial trade b a different proposition. 
It b more than a matter of education, although that 
b very important. It also is a matter of tariffs and 
transportation facilities. All the Dominions, with the 
exception of Great Britain, have customs barriers 
against one another, although ’ these have been modi¬ 
fied by the system of preferences which have been 
adopted by most of them. It b contended by some 
that a system of free trade throughout the Empire, 
with reasonable transportation rates, wonld do more 
to establish closer buying and selling relations among 
the various Dominions than anything else. But that 
b bitterly opposed by protectionbt groups who con¬ 
tend that it would endanger local industry and there¬ 
fore produce the very results home products campaigns 
are designed to prevent. 

KEEPING THEIR HEADS 

O NE OF THE MOST ENCOURACING 

features about the industrial upheaval in Great 
Britain b the scarcity of disorder and acts of vio¬ 
lence. Isolated cases of hooliganism have had to 
be dealt with firmly by the police; but only one or 
two of these outbreaks have had any direct rela¬ 
tionship to the main controversy. On the general 
issue the Government b maintaining the correct atti¬ 
tude in protecting the interests of the public by using 
all the forces at its command. It conld not do 
otherwise under the circumstances. Labor, moreover, 
knows that negotiations may be resumed only on the 
Government’s own terras. Peace will thus be impos¬ 
sible until the general strike b called off and the 
miners’ issue can be discussed in a much calmer at¬ 
mosphere than obtains at present. 

It b reassuring to note that the Trades Union 
Congress refutes the suggestion that its action in sup¬ 
port of the miners b an attack on the Constitution. 
It charges the Government—and not altogether 
without justification—with putting unwarranted em¬ 
phasis on this phase of the controversy in order to 
detract public attention from the real brae. 

It reiterates, on the other hand, that the contest 
b an industrial one and owes its origin to an at¬ 
tempt on the part of the mmeowners to restore wages 
and hours and general working conditions in the 
coal mining industry to a level on which the miners 
simply can not live. On thb account it contends 
that it b morally right and that the Government b 
guilty of misrepresentation When it charges Labor with 
an attempt to overthrow the existing political order. 

Thb attempt on the part of both tides to the 
controversy to justify their actions in the eyes of the 
public b of particular importance because it ought 
to insure comparative orderliness while the fight b 
on. The people at a whole will do their level best 
to maintain their traditional stoicism under the cir¬ 
cumstances; but thb is the first time the nation has 
experienced such a serious upheaval. 

Consequently it b more necessary now than it 
has been on any previous occasion for the Govern¬ 
ment to keep its head and let it be known that it 
alone will act for the people, and deal as drastically 
with any black-shirt interference as it would with 
ordinary hooliganism. Obviously thb b the safest 
coarse of action. Mr. Baldwin and his colleagues 
will have plenty to answer for when the battle b 
over without borrowing additional trouble. Tire 
public can not deal with the miners or the union or¬ 
ganization; the Government will have to answer for 
all of them.

A fter many years of com par a- 

tive repore Nicaragua b trying to get into the 
limelight again. It has developed a revolution of 
prombing proportions which in other circumstances 
would have attracted some attention. Unfortunately, 
the whole world b looking too mtently at the strike 
in Britain to interest itself in the outbreak in Nica¬ 
ragua. even though that turbulent little state has been 
on its good behavior for some years. There was a 
time when revolution in that quarter was an annual 
affair, when Zelaya and Estrada were at one an¬ 
other’s throats whenever they could raise enough 
money to pay and equip their miniature armies. Ze- 
laya. an unscrupulous, cruel autocrat managed to 
hold hb dictatorship for a long time until he fell 
foul of the United States over the execution of two 
Americans, and was forced to flee to Mexico: In¬ 
variably revolutions in the Central American states 
are instigated by wealthy concession hunters of other 
countries, yrst what tome octopus b after at present 
b not clear from the dispatches, but we may be sure 
that an outside junta wants something in Nicaragua 
it thinks it can get by promoting a revolution.

German Legislation 
Helps Radio Sets 


Washington. May *—Administra¬ 
tion of radio businesses in Germany 
has been made considerably easier 
by recent changes In the German 
radio legislation, according to ad¬ 
vice* to the Department of Com¬ 
merce. Regulations that formerly 
required that apparatus be tested 
and approved by the Poet Office De¬ 
partment have been abandoned and 
manufacturers are no longer com¬ 
pelled to submit a sample of every 
series of receivers built. Regulation* 
requiring listeners to belong to an 
approved radio dub, which have not 
been adhered to for some time, have 
also been removed.

Washington. May I—Prices are be¬

I have known Bucharest, the Ru¬ 
manian capital Intimately for the 
paat twenty years. It te the gayest 
city In all Europe. To those who 
know 1U night-life, its Ill-lit by¬ 
ways and Its gorgeous salons, Paris, 
Is ae a chapel. I know that many 
will be surprised that there could 
be more night gaiety there tha.i 
upon their pet Mont marie But It 
must be remembered that the gla¬ 
mour of Paris, with its garish slds- 
ahows and Ua expensive night cafes, 
le kept up only for the benefit of 
the foreigner, while In Bucharest the 
foreigners are in such minority that 
they are of no account. 

Bucharest le a city of wide boule¬ 
vards, handsome buildings, exceed¬ 
ingly expensive hotels, *plendld 
shops. Jewelers of the Bond Stree*. 
type and dressmakers who vie with 
those of the Rue de la Paix. Up and 
down the streets fly smart cars or 
smarter blrja*. open cabs or sleighs, 
driven by drivers c^ad In black vel 
vet with scarlet sashes and aatra- 
chan caps, bearing some of the pret¬ 
tiest and smartest-dressed women in 
all EuropdT 
Cosmopolitan that I am, I have 
known the night life of many cities, 
but the morals of Bucharest may bt 
Judged by a declaration once made 
to me by a British Minister to the 
Rumanian Court, that he would not 
allow his wife or daughter to come 
there as he did not consider the 
place respectable. So he lived alone 
In rooms in the Hotel Boulevard, in 
stead of at the British Legution. 
CARMEN BYLVA'S LAMENT 
He certainly had cause for that 
decision. Bucharest is one of the 
most picturesque and most pros 
peroue cities in Europe, but It is cer¬ 
tainly one of the most irresponsible 
In the matter of morals. More than 
once I discussed the matter with tbo 
late Queen of Rumania, who was 
known* by her writings as Carmen 
Syhrn, and who geqsrotsly gave me 
audience each time I was in >.e- 
capital.

All 
la rrtiatlc. all charming and con¬ 
genial and everywhere there la mua|.\ 
weird, sweet and enchanting, like the 
tasty pilaff, the goulaach and those 
dishes with red Paprika which in¬ 
toxicate the senaes. 

A night out In Bucharest, if I 
were your conductor would begin at 
Capsa'a famous restaurant where, as 
you enter you will be greeted by the 
sweat but unfamiliar music <>f the 
best Tsigane orchestra In Europe. It 
la composed of glpslea from the great 
Hungarian plains. Your food will be 
of the very choicest, and your eav- 
alre or sterlet, which you must eat. 
ae It is imperative, will be bettse 
than you will get even at the Stovton- 
mky Uaaaar, which Is still Moscow's 
most expensive hotel even In these 
Bolshevik day a 

You will pay high for your meal 
but you will be compensated by the 
dark, sparkling eyes of the pretty 
women to be seen on all sides. You 
have eaten your perfect cavaire. with 
a tiny glass of vodka to wash It 
down, and you hgve concluded your 
dinner to the perfect glace vanille. 
when you ask to be shown round the 
cabarets. 

ROUND THE CABARETS 

Outside Capsa'a we hall a ltttl* 
open cab. driven by a coachman In 
heavily-padded black velvet with a 
scarlet sash, and. to the muaic of 
sleigh bella, we speed across the city 
to a harrow 111-lit street where we 
pull up at a small door leading to a 
brightly-lit passage, at the end i»? 
which la a large white and gold 
dancing room with a rather poor 
floor; tables are set around, and at 
one end Is a stage. We take & seat. 
'*nd order expensive champagne, for 
'which we are charged an extra fir*- 
francs each for the glasses from 
which wi drink It. 

Scantily-clad girls of aU nationali¬ 
ties Including pretty, young Ar¬ 
menians and Arabs, and ugly ne- 
gr e ssss, give exhibitions of dancing. 
Including those strange Algerian 
dances that one sees in Biskra, or 
in the native quarter of Cairo. In¬ 
deed. every style of dancing la ex¬ 
hibited. while the heating of the 
tom-toms, and the Eastern atmos¬ 
phere created by the burning of per 
fumed Pest lies, becomes over¬ 
powering. 

AT -THE SPOTTED CAT" 

There Is gay laughter and aban¬

Anothet cabaret we visit close by

IT Is but natural to expect that 
with our growing population «n<! 
with an annually Increasing number 
of visitors iMr* should be a greater 
demand for books about the sea. 
Many people see the shores of the 
saltwater for the first time when 
they reach the Pacific and the ob¬ 
jects which they meet along the 
beach are as* great pussies to them 
as jmow to a native of Polynesia. 
What, for example, are they to make 
of the great spine-covered case of the 
purple sea-urchin, with Its slow, 
strange movements as It makes Its 
way along the bottom of a tide-pool? 
What of the various species of sea- 
anemones whose colors sod forms so 
often make them resemble the dah¬ 
lias or chrysanthemums of our gar¬ 
dens. They have not infrequently 
been mistaken for plants and the 
movements of their tentacles for 
something akin to the sensitiveness 
of the mimosa plant- Many of the 
colonial animals such as the hyd- 
roids and bryosoa are commonly mis¬ 
taken for feathery seaweeds, on the 
Other hand Jhe lime-covered coral¬ 
lines which are seaweeds are mis¬ 
taken for corals which are animals 
In fact, and I speak from experience. 
If you wish to ascertain the profund¬ 
ity and extent of your Ignorance. » 
sea la the testing place. One of the' 
wise men of a former generation was 
once congratulated on his attain¬ 
ments In science. “I am." be replied, 
"Uke a child picking up a pebble on 
the shore of an ocean." While no 
book Is a substitute for first-hand 
knowledge yet much help can be ob¬ 
tained from the writings of observer* 
whom we follow, much as the crowd 
follows the pioneers and blasers of 
trails. 1 

SOME OUIOEB TO THE SHORE 
Among earlier books one of~ the 
most delightful Is Charles Kingsley's 
•Glaum*.'• It was written originally 
aa aa article la a review seventy-five 
years ago and with the seaside holl- 
dayer in view. Its name Is that of 
Greek fishermen who having be¬ 
come transformed Into a sea-god be¬ 
came the peculiar patron of hts 
former craftsmen, and their oracle. 
At "the end be says. “Meanwhile I 
hope—though 1 dare not say I trust¬ 
ee# the day when the boye of each 
of our large schools shall Join—like 
iee of Marlborough and Clifton — 
the aame freemasonry, and have their 
own naturalists' clubs; nay more, 
when the pubUc opinion, at least of 
the refined and educated, shall con¬ 
sider It as ludicrous—to use no 
stronger word—to be Ignorant of the 
commonest facts and tows of this 
living planet, as to be Ignorant of the 
rudiments of two dead languages.'* 
Puttinb on one side "Gtoucus” wo 
come to a very practical and useful 
book. Arnold's “Sea Shore at Ebb¬ 
tide." Its special value to os here is 
that It contains names sod descrip¬ 
tions of many of oar Pacific Coast 
animals and plants. Its arrangement 
is scientific, but the treatment is 
"popular** and Interesting. It la 
Illustrated by very excellent ptoien 
and cuts. Of course it Is mainly 
taken up with the Atlantic sea¬ 
board, but there Is enough about the 
shores of California and I'ugvt Sound 
to make It a handbook for our local 
use. and It Is the only publication of 
the kind which serves the purpoa* 
A more recent book Is “Dwellers by 
the Sea and Shore." by William 
Crowder. It is a pleasant and care¬ 
ful treatment of the subject on the 
Atlantic side by one who Is evidently 
a skilled naturalist, and who treats 
the various aspects of the sea's life 
from the point of view of one who 
has seen things far himself. Conse¬ 
quently there are vivid bits of de¬ 
scription far re m oved from any dry- 
aa-duat writing. HI* main divisions 
are "The Seashore," “The Tide Pool." 
“The Open Sea.** and these enable 
him to speak of whales and sharks, 
sponges, crabs and worms, shells and 
starfish, tiger-beetles and hermit- 
crabs. seaweeds and foaell fish. There 
Is thus a variety at mtxed feeding, 
calculated more to arouse ths mind 
to action of Itself than to give a sur¬ 
vey of the field of marine life as a 
whle. It Is well illustrated. For that 
turn to “The Seashore at Ebb-tide." 
There are some good English books 
on shore HR. but their principal use 
to us here to for purposes of com¬ 
parison. Borne very useful Informa¬ 
tion to contained la at least one of 
them concerning systematic shore- 
work. The student of the eea will 
soon feel the need of eome more pre¬ 
cise information, and will find both 
the older “Manual of Geology of 
Nicholson and the more recent oae of 
Professor Thomson exceedingly use¬ 
ful. All these books are coatained in 
the PubUc Library, except "Otoucus.’

The International Federation of University Women haa i in hand 
an interesting scheme whereby it is hoped to endow thirty fellow¬ 
ships for women graduates all over the world who are engaged in 
research work. The snm of £6,000 is required to establish each fel¬ 
lowship. The task of raising the £180,000 wiU be divided between 
the twenty-three nations which are members of the federation, and 
will be spread over a considerable number of years. The idea origin¬ 
ated in Orest Britain, but the title “Million Dollar Fund’’ wan 
chosen for the effort, as it could be easily memorized. 

CANADA’S EFFORT 

Since lie foundation. In ISIS, the 
federation has recocniied the part of 
Its programme which ehould be con¬ 
sidered most urgent Is the provision 
of fad lines for women graduate, to 
visit the country which offered the 
most favorable opportunities for their 
studies. Hitherto It bee not been 
found possible to do much In this 
direction, although various national 
federations have made grants of 
small sums annually. For Instance, 
the British Federation In 1S12 of¬ 
fered a fellowship of the value uf 
Sloe, which wus won by a distin¬ 
guished Hwedtsb srchssologtst.
